Toronto Man Says he will Bring 
Damage Claim Against A. &- 
G. W. 


DECLARES HE IS A PARTNER 


Asks Two and a Half Per Cent Commis- 
sion in Connection With Bond 
Sale 


Alfred jfawes of ‘Toronto has sent 
instructions to George B. Henwood of 
Henwood and Ilarrison, his solicitor 
here, to issue a writ against WR, 
Clarke, president of the Alberta and 
Creat Waterways Railway; J. kN. Corn- 
wall, M.PLL., the Western Construc- 
tion Co, and the Alberta and Great 
Waterways Railway Co. Mr. IHen- 
wood would give no particulars this 
morning of what the claim was— or 
against whon the writ would be is- 
sued, but admitted that he had receiv- 
ed instructions to that effect. The 
writ, he said would be issued shortly. 

Jftiwes is the name of the man men- 
tioned before the Royal Commission 
on Tuesday as having in his possession 
certain documents upon which he had 
based a claim against Mr. J. h. Corn- 
wall, MEP.P., for $250,000. 

N. larrar Davidson: K.C., 
solicitor in Toronto, when interviewed 
there yesterday said: 


Hawes’ 


“The claim of Hawes, referred tocin 
the Edmonton despatches, is a very 
real claim, which will be enforced by 
litigation, against W. R. Clarke, pre- 
sident of the Alberta and Great Water- 
ways Railway: J. Is. Cornwall, MLP.P. 
for Peace River; the Western Con- 
struction Company, who now claims 
to hold the Dominion charter for the 
Athabasca Railway Company; and 
against the Alberta and Great Water- 
ways Railway. Hawes’ claim is for 
wt partnership interest in the whole 
great waterways undertaking and for 
two and one-half per cent commission 
for negotiations in connection with 
the sale of bonds. 

“We has always been very detinite 
in all negotiations, and he will not 
even discuss any settlement if viewed 
only for the surrender of incriminating 
evidence, but simply as a settlement 
of a bona fide claim. 

“The efforts to put the matter ina 
different light have all been on the 
part of people interested on the other 
side,” he added. 

Mr. Davidson characterized the 
muleting suggestion as “a wicked 
calumny,” and went on to say that it 
was almost amusing to see the state- 
ment of the solicitor of the Great 
Waterways Railway printed as if it 
settled the matter, and that Hawes’ 
claim would depend to no: small ex- 
tent upon the dealings of that gen- 
tleman, “who,” according to Mr. Dav- 
idson, “whilst purporting to represent 
Mr. Hawes’ interest had already, tun- 
known to Hawes, accepted a retainer 
from Clarke and the Waterways peo- 
ple to whom he proposed to sell out 
Hawes’ interest without disclosing to 
him the material facts.” 

Mr. Hawes was in Edmonton some 
time ago for the purpose of investing 
in-real estate here and in other parts 
of the West. In Toronto he is best 
known as the promoter and owner 
of two large apartment houses, the 
Sussex Court and the Spadina Gar- 
dens.

Conference Accepted 


DATE NOT YET ARRANGED 


It Will Probably Not be Until After Par» 
liament Adjourns but Will Probably 
Come Soon 


Ottawa, April 1.—The government 
has not yet considered the question 
of the place, time or manner of con- 
ducting the negotiations with the Un- 
ited States in reference to the pro- 
posed new reciprocity arrangement as 
foreshadowed in the terms of the tar- 
iff settlement announced Wednesday. 
A formal acceptance of the invitation 
from President ‘Taft for a conference 
between representatives of the two 
governments looking to freer trade be- 
tween the two countries was given in 
a letter sent by Mr. Fielding to Sec- 
retary Knox on Saturday last. , Pend- 
ing the conclusion of the present ses- 
sion of parliament and the pressure 
of work now before the prime min- 
ister and his colleagues, it is unlikely 
that any very definite steps will be 
taken looking to this end for a month 
or so yet. But it is understood that 
the question will be actively taken up 
with Washington next month and a 
conference arranged for at an early 
date, probably at the United States 
capital, Sir Wilfrid) Laurier, Mr. 
Vielding, and possibly Sir Richard 
Cartwright will represent Canada.

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MAKING EASY MONEY 
(Vancouver Province) 

At Fort Francis, Ont. on Thurs- 
day Jast, as the result of a trial in 
which the Ontario government. was 
the prosecutor, penitentiary sentences 
were awarded several enterprising 
men for fraudulently collecting boun- 
ty on dead wolves, offered by the pro- 
vincial authorities. The bounty which 
the government offers for each wolf 
killed is fifteen dollars and the temp- 
tation of making considcrable money 
very easily if not honestly had ap- 
pealed irresistably to the men who 
were placed on trial. 

It seems that two Winnipeg fur 
dealers had accumulated a large num- 
ber of wolf pelts which were appar- 
ently not very revenue producing. 
These pelts the gentlemen now under 
sentence purchased at two dollars 
each, clipped off the ears and return- 
ed the skins to the vendors at a re- 
duced price. They ten took the cars 
to the Ontario authorities and collect- 
ed the bounty. It was a simple and 
lucrative business while it lasted but 
it ended up as all such schemes ought 
to end, in the detection and punish; 
ment of the over clever manipula- 
tors. 

The incident illustrates the disposi- 
tion becoming more and more: gen- 
eral in an element of the population 
to shirk work and live by what is 
known as one’s wits. It is to be hoped 
however, that in Canada all such at- 
tempts wil fail as signally as this did. 
When the rewards which honest labor 
offer in this country to any intelligent 
man who is at ull industrious and 
thrifty are considered there is no rea- 
son for defrauding the government 
either in this open and shameless 
manner or by political graft. The 
politician, however, should be watch- 
ed as closely and shown as little con- 
sideration as the man who — buys 
wolf pelts and seeks to collect a gov- 
ernment bounty on them. 3 


Boosting the Western Towns. 
(Winnipeg Commercial) 

No doubt there are hundreds of 
cities and towns in Canada that want 
to grow a little faster than if there 
were no thought taken of their stature, 
for a town is not like a man, in that 
it can help or retard its growth by 
considering the matter. 

Getting down to the first causes, 
two factors are necessary for the 
growth of a town, or for that matter 
a city, apart from the natural increase 


of the people who comprise it, ‘he 
first essential is that-it shall have 
attractions, and by attractions, is 


meant both opportunities for a new- 
comer to earn a good livelihood, and 
surroundings in which he can enjoy 
himself after the day’s work. Indus- 
tries the town must have to begin 
with, and then it must have places of 
entertainment, schools where children 
can be well educated, churches, re- 
creation grounds, social life and a 
good climate. Unless the town. has 
these t o begin with, it would be wise 
to acquire what is lacking before it 
starts the real campaign for more in- 
dustires and more citizens. 

The analogy between the town and 
the individual merchant is fairly close. 
The merchant must have a stock of 
goods that the people want to buy, and 
the town must be the sort of place 
that people want to live in. But many 
a merchant who has had the goods 
to sell has failed to draw customers; 
and the trouble with most towns 
whose growth is slow is that they 
have the attractions necessary for 
stimulating immigration, but no one 
knows them. They are mere names 
on the map. They have never been 
heard of by the outside public except 
when they have a big fire or a murder 
or some other kind of disaster. 

The town like the merchant, must 
advertise if he wants to draw people. 
If it has the attractions in the first 
place, advertising will bring people to 
investigate, and if there are no false 
pretences an inpuirer becomes a. citi- 
zen. That is the whole question ina 
nuutshell. It resolves itself into an 
advertising problem. One of the first 
things essential to town publicity is 
that you believe in your town. Be- 
lieve that it is going to advance. You 
should get to work to make the town 
and you must absolutely. believe in 
your town. Be enthusiastic over it. 
Live to boost your town.
